HE State street dog wagon Question 


will come before the meeting of the 


common council tomorrow. 


An effort will be made to pass the 


Quinn resolution giving permission to 
the owners of the dog wagon to operate 
the business in the 600 block on State 
street for the coming two years. 


It is reported that members of the 


council are being told that the best so- 
lution of the situation is to grant the 
permission for two years with the under- 
standing that the license will not be re- 
newed at that time. While it is granted 
that a mistake was made in permitting 
the dog wagon to obtain its location, 
members lobbying for the wagon main- 
tain that the two year solution is the 
best way out of the dilemma. 


The members of the council cannot

In' an editorial entitled, "Is the Moonshine 


Label to be Placed on the Progressive Move- 
ment," the Madison 
Capital 
Times, usually 


considered the semi-official organ of the La 
Follette-Progressive movement, takes 
Gov. 


Elaine sharply to task for that part of his 
recent message touching oh prohibition en- 
forcement. 


The Madison paper takes issue vnth the 


governor's statement that "the present search 
and seizure law hangs as a threat and menace 
over every home," and believes that the gov- 
ernor has made a serious mistake in project- 
ing this issue into an already badly muddled 
legislative situation. Attention is called to the 
fact that Senator La Follette has never allow- 
ed himself to be lured into a similar situation 
endangering a split in his following over the 
wet and-dry issue. 


As the search and seizure clause in the-pres- 


ent law now stands it is difficult to see where 
it contains any threat or menace against any 
person outside the bootlegger class. The sanc- 
tity of Wisconsin homes would seem to be suf- 
ficiently safe-guarded by t'.ie following provi- 
sion in the law: 


"No search warrant shall issue to search 


any private dwelling, occupied as such, unless 
it is used for the unlawful manufacture 
for 


sale, unlawful sale, or possession for sale of 
liquor." 


Thus it will.be seen that under ths state 


enforcement act as it now stands, prohibition 
officials cannot obtain a warrant to search, a 
private dwelling simply 
because 
they 
have 


knowledge that the occupant is making wine, 
beer, or any other form of liquor for family 
use. They must have proof that he is selling it, 
or manufacturing it for sale before a search 
warrant is authorized. 


No home in Wisconsin car. be searched with- 


out a warrant and such a warrant can only 
be issued or. a sworn charge that liquor is be- 
ing sold on the premises, or there manufactur- 
ed to be sold elsewhere. 


The only homes over which the Severson 


law hangs as a special menace are those where 
liquor is being sold, and The Telegram is un- 
able to work up very much righteous indigna- 
tion over the invasion of a bootlegger's private 
domain. 


It now appears to The Telegram that the 


legislature might better leave the Severson 
law as- it now stands and content itself with 
passing the resolution, backed by dry leaders, 
putting this whole prohibition issue up to the 
voters at the 1924 election. 


If this is a state in which the people are 


supposed to rule, would it not be a trifle pre- 
sumptuous for the legislature to tinker with 
the prohibition law rather than to give the 
voters of Wisconsin a chance by referendum to 
first express themselves on this question? Cer- 
tainly if the dry element in the legislature is 
willing to put this whole question.up to a vote 
of the people, the wet contingent should hot be 
afraid to accept such a challenge. Why not al- 
low the voters to settle this question them- 
selves by popular referendum?

Heart Will Restore Life After Persons Have Bren

but actually to regain life after their hearts 
have stopped. 


Dr Dennis W. Crile of Chicago and his un- 


cle, Dr. G. W. Crile of Cleveland, affirm they 
have done work in the res- 
urrection line but have not 
yet given names and other 
details. 


They solemnly 
told 
the. 


Chicago 
Medical 
Society 


and the Society of Anaes- 
thetic that the wonder can 
be accomplished by a scrum 
consisting of extracts from 
the adrenal glands. The ad- 
renal 
glands 
are myster- 


ious. 
Recently noted sur- 


geons have stated that the glands 
stimulus of physical courage. The glands are 
located just above the kidneys. The seran is 
injected by a r.ecdle in the heart. 


"Life can be restored by this method pro- 


vided the cause of death can be quickly re- 
moved," Dr. Crile stated. 


"With prompt and fearless treatment the 


patient may be made to live again. 


"So far 1 have used the treatment only in 


cases of persons- who were pronounced dead. 
Hereafter I purpose to employ it upon per- 
sons who are dying." 


A'dreuntice finds its greatest utility in oper- 


ations during- which patients die from 
the 


anaesthetic, the discussion brought out, but 
can be used in any sntivition where the cause 
of death can be removed quickly. 


Dr. Hugh N. MacKechnie, president of the 


Medical society, speaks in the highest terms 
of Dr. Crile's researches. He expressed his be- 
lief 
that 
criminals 
electrocuted 
could 
be 


brought back to life. 


"It would by r.o means be safe or advis- 


able" he said, "with'the results of those ex- 
periments known, for the state to let the rela- 
tives of such an executed criminal take pos- 
•ession of the body, at least for many hours.' 


"In the case of hanging," he added, "rcsus- 


titation. though it often has be'en tried, would 
rrobablv be out of the question, the reason 
feeing that the central nervous system 
has 


keen cut off.' 
.. 
"But I should *ay that if Dr. Crile 6 meth- 


od were to be employed in the case of an 
electrocuted criminal, it might succeed. 


"The effect of the treatment is to contract 


the blcod vessels, especially in the limbs; in- 
crease the blood pressure and stimulate 
the 


heart. The heart, of course, can and often has 
been stimulated merely by the prick of a hat- 
pin, but the injection of this gland secretion 
would be much more effective. 


•"The treatment would be~of "most" value in 


cases of shock, violent death or. drowning, or 
in the case of patients who die under anaes- 
thetics. A sudden shock causes the blood ves- 
sels in the limbs to dilate; it surcharges them 
wth blood, and there is not sufficient 
vital 


fluid in the heart to keep the victim alive. It is 
this condition that the use of Andrenalin cor- 
rects. 


"It would be impractical, if not impossible, 


to restore to life a patient who had died after 
a long, wasting disease. Nor could a human 
being be kept alive indefinitely by this treat- 
ment. Dr. Crile has discovered no fountain of 
eternal youth. In the case of the very aged, 
the sudden increase in 
the 
blood 
pressure 


wov.'d prove fatal." 


Dr. Crile urged physicians to make general 


use of adrenalin, and recommended that hos-^ 
pitals be well supplied with it. 


Under the stimulus of 
Governor Elaine's 


wet message, the assembly attempted virtually 
to riddle the state 
liquor 
enforcement law 


Wednesday by passage of the Sachtjen search 
and seizure bill. 


This bill would take the teeth out of the 


enforcement law that had the governor's sanc- 
tion two years ago. For the responsibility of 
this new effort to break down-enforcement ir. 
•Wisconsin,- hand credit to Governor Elaine, 
who came to the governor's chair with the 
sincere support of many dry progressives. 


When the governor in his recent message 


declared that the search and seizure provi- 
sions of the Severson law (which had his own 
thorough approval two years ago), "hangs, as a 
threat and menace over every home," he was 
indulging in political buncombe. 


Prohibition officials could not ruthlessly in- 


vade homes under the Severson law. The Sev- 
erson law provisions as to search and seizure 
read: 


"No search warrant shali issue to search any

liquor." 


Under this clause it is" clear that no Wis- 


consin home can be searched without a war- 
rant, and before a warrant can be issued it is 
necessary to show strong probable cause to be- 
lieve that the law is being violated by sale of 
iquor from the home to be searched. 


The only premises that can be invaded in 


Wisconsin without search warrant are licensed 
saloons. 
The "threat and menace" that the 


governor talks about hangs only over 
such 


homes as go into the business of making li- 
quor for sale. 


It is not the sanctity of the home that would 


be protected by the Sachtjen bill. It is the 
sanctity that the legislature would build up 
for illicit distilling as a ratable industry.
